Mayor Woodward on yesterday ve- 
toed the ordinance introduced by 
Councilman William Oldknow and 
passed by council at its last meeting 


|providing that no person or officer, 


with the exception of a duly commis- 
sioned officer of the police depart- 
ment, should under the maximum pen- 
alty of a fine of $200 and 30 days im- 
prisonment in the city stockade, turn 
in or cause to be turned in a riot 
alarm. 

“It is a most anomalous piece of 
legislation,” declared Mayor Woodward 
yesterday while discussing the ordi- 
nance informally with the finance 
committee of council. “While the 
mayor has, under certain conditions, 
the power to order out the militia, he 
is deprived by this ordinance of the 
right to call upon the police of the 
city to pus down a riot should one 
arise. Under its terms, should [ re- 
quest a police officer to turn in a 
riot alarm, it would be entirely in his 
discretion whether or not he should 
do so, and by a strict construction of 
the ordinance, I would be violating its 
terms in directing a pelice officer to 
turn in’a-riot alarm.” 

Mayor Woodward indorsed the fol- 
lowing veto message on the back of 
the ordinance in returning it to 
council: 

“IT return this ordinance to the gen- 
eral council without my approval. The 
matter of calling the police department 
out for riot duty, or for determining 
when it is necessary for resorting to 
suck an extreme measure should rest 
in the discretion of the mayor, and no 


‘lriot alarm should be sounded except 
‘by the mayor or upon his order.

6 o'clock last night, he could have made his engagements accordingly and 
there would have been no interruption in the transaction of state business. 
If the man who had the $5,000 transaction on hand had known he would not 
get here until last night, he would naturally have taken an earlier train, be- 
cause he would not willingly have let go the chance to make that amount 
of money. : 

What the people want is schedules they can depend on. If they cannot 
depend on a thirty-hour schedule from New York, let it be made forty, and 
if that running time is too short for reasonable certainty, why add more 
to it! 

Why not go back at once to the good old days when, in the seventies, it 
took three days and two nights to make the trip from Atlanta to New York, 
and when the railroads, then in a comparatively primitive state, stuck so 
closely to their schedules that patrons always knew on what to depend. 

Then a man made his arrangements accordingly, knowing just how long 
he would have to be on the road, and he was in no wise inconvenienced.

More than one suburban electric line is knocking at the doors of Atlanta, 
and, if reports are true, several are ready to begin the work of construc- 
tion . 

One of these companies, said to be backed by abundant capital, proposes 
to Operate a line from Atlanta to Conyers, and from Atlanta to West Point. 


) To this end a charter has been granted to the Atlanta and Carolina Construc- 


tion Company, which, after a contest in council, and over the mayor’s veto, 
secured entrance rights into the city to the intersection of Hunter street and 
Madison avenue, near the Terminal: station. 

With the view of reaching ‘the center of the city, the company asked for 
the right to operate up Madison avenue to Alabama street, and to make 
its terminus at the corner of Alabama and Broad streets. The extension 
measure was. approved by the council committee to which it was referred, 
and the ordinance was enacted by the unanimous vote of council at its last 
Vonday’s meeting. : ay 

To the utter astonishment of the public, a halt has been called in the 
progress of this legislation, evidently with the purpose of throwing the 
matter over to the next administration. Four members of the aldermanic 
board voted for the extension grant, while two objected, one giving notice 
of intention to move for a_ reconsideration of the affirmative vote of the 
board, which fiolds the: matter up with the viéw, evidently, of stifling action 
by the present administration—and under a claim which, if not a pretext, is 
preposterous. |

WHY THEY WERE RELEASED. 


Interesting Stories of Convicts Who 
Got Their Pardons. 

Montgomery, Ala., December 2!.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—In the twenty-five cases of ex- 
ecutive clemency yesterday at the hands 
of GoOvernor Jelks there were some in- 
teresting stories. Among these ‘was a 
parole for A. S.. Gerald, son of the late 
A. S. Gerald, chief of police of Mont- 
gomery, who was sent up for killing a 
man and had eight months of his short 
term yet to serve. It was the prayer Of 
the dead chief, one of the best known 
and possibly one of the best beloved 
men by those who needed help, that his 
boy should be released. He had _the 
promise before he passed away that the 
governor would do, something before the 
end of his term. That promise was kept 
yesterday. 

Because of the imprisonment of Arthur 
Haynes, of Calhoun county, his little sis- 
ter, 12 years old, had to carry the mail 
from Wastaboga, a, small railroad town, 
several miles in the cOuntry, to support 
the blind father of the prisoner. The 
governor kept a promise made the child 
a few months ago and gave her brother 
his freedam. 

Levi Coleman killed a man who 
abused his daughter, and it is easy to 
see that the pardoning board thought 
he should have been released long ago, 

Jordan Johnson comes back to Mont- 
gomery, after service of twenty years, 
and few will there be of his old crowd 
to welcome him. 

Mark Dunning had been sent up seven- 
teen years ago for stealing $3.60, and 
had served since 1897. 

Of Dave Ogletree, of Pike county, the 
Governor said: ‘I take great pleasure in 
granting to Dave Ogletree a full pardon. 
He has been in the service Of the state 
Ger nearly twenty years.’ 

Will Bulger, of Tallapoosa, reported 
as haying been released, was commuted 
from a sentence of death to one of life 
imprisonment. 

Roy L. Slaughter, of Mobile, reported 
paroled, was simply given again his 
civil rights, having served his time. 

Of the number to whom clemency was 
extended, there were eight full pardons 
and fiftteen paroles. There were seven 
serving life imprisonment, and most of 
the others for long terms. Three of the 
hurmber are women, and theirs are par- 
ticularly pitiful cases.

OF OPERATORS 


Southern Railroad Official 
Has Made Investigation 
of Subject. 


The local office of the Southern road 
regeived the following telegram yester- 
day: 

Mr. 


Vice President ang Gen 
the Southern Rail. 
way Company, said today: “Some 
question seems to have been mad: 
in newspapers recently as to the 
age of operators employed on our 
ine. While this comment has been mady 
in connection with the catastrophe which 
happened Thanksgiving morning, near 
Lawyers, Va., in which President Spencer 
lost his life, no such question could pror- 
erly arise in connection with that acci- 
dent, because the operator there at famlt 
Was 22 years old. These comments, how- 
ever, caused me to make special investi- 
gation to ascertain definitely the age of 
erga employed on other standard 
nes. 

“I find that the age of operators on 
our line is well up to the standard ag:, 
it being universally considered that a”: 
oyerator, ff of sufficient intelligence, ‘s 
entirely reliable for such work at 16 years 
of age, which is the age permitteg by 
statute in one or more of the stats 
Some well-managed companies accept op 
erators at’ !6 years of age, if their char- 
acter and intelligence justify. While 
heretofore the superintendents and train 
masters have inspected the work of our 
operators, We are now inaugurating a 
system of special inspectors, who will de- 
vote their entire time to these duties, and 
act under the direction of our chief dis- 
patcher. 

“Our system of requiring the block 
sheets to be filed in the chief dispatchers 
office was discarded by us some time ago, 
tecause of the possibility of fixing wr. 
such sheets before they were sent in 
and hence would give us no reliable in- 
formation as to the actual performance 
wf duty by the operators. It has been 
determined that the inspection of the 
work itself at unexpected periods and ir- 
regular intervals is the more reilable anid 
‘atisfactory test of the fidelity and efn- 
ciency of the operators. This is the 
method we have been pursuing, and under 
the system of special inspection, it will 
continue.”’ |

DUVALL SENDS 
HIS REPORT 


Commander of Gulf Depart- 
ment on Street Car Row 
at Pensacola. 


Washington, December 21.—As the re- 
sult of the demand of Secretary Taft for 
a report of facts connected with the pub- 
lication that an attack had been made 
by armed soldiers from Fort Barrancas, 
Fila., on a trolley car on the line  be- 
tween Pensacola and the fort, in re-/| 
venge for the ejectment of one of their 
umber from the car, Brigadier General 
Duvall, commanding the department of 
the gulf, at Atlanta, telegraphed a re- 
port to the military secretary today.
